Among the most powerful and vivid artl-
oles deseribing the war are those written
by n woman, Carra Hoarrla, In her “Hravest
of the Brove™ (2), she hos summoed up vary
skilfully the position and tempernrment of
cach of the various nationalities of wormnen in-
volved In the war, She writes:

The Belgian women hnve been the lteral
victims, They have been seattered to the four
winds of the earth. They have heen
trampled in the dust by tha fést of an Inviad-
ing army. 1 have seen women who were
forced to witness the execution of thelr hus-
hands, women who ran screaming with ter-
ror from thelr burning homes Into 0 warlll
filled with German soldiers. I have soen
not one or two, but litermlly thousands of
them who were famished for water and
starving for bread, [ have seen chlldren less
than two years of age who hove been with-
out food for four dave, young babes In thelr
mother's arms, whose hreasts had been dried
by the awful terrors through which they hnd
passied, I hove scen women neonstomad fo
every comfort staggering into n strivnge land,
withoit shoes on thelr feet and without a
centime In their pockets,

One must entertnin the highest admiration
for the German women. In n sense, they aro
no less the vietims of the Kalser's army
than the Bolglun women, They Impressed
moe as the greatest women of Europe. the
most pathetio in thelr bondage to men. They
wera by far the most thoughtful, the most
capable, the most helpless, They hiad the
mournful senss of sibyls In regard to their
position. They weére not hopeful, they wem
only patlent.  They had the braina of
scholnrs and phllasophers, the sear apirits of
poets. They were the alaves of the order
of things there. This wur {8 the great op-
portunity for the women of Germany, And
they have met It with cournge.
